Gantlemen: 1 have known Rosa Men-
thik for the past elght or ten years
Hhe Intanded leaving Inst June, but de-
layed to obtaln interest due on some of
her deponits, Bhe showed me her bank-
books. There were slx or elght of them,
and I was astonished to learn that ahe
had saved so much money. Bhe told me
she had about $10,000, and asked e to
add up the various amounts and tell
what the total was, I jotted the amounta
down on & newspaper.

Some books had & fow hundred dollars,
others over one thousand dollars, and
others over two thousand dollars. 1
found it amounting to over twelve thou-
eand dollars. | told her 1 was glad she
was golng back to Hungary to be with
her relatives. She sald she waa very
happy. [ always greally admired her
bec .o she was In the prime of life,
strong and healthy and never used palnt
or cosmetics, things that appealsd to
ma strongly.

Ahe told me that If T ever came (o
